Fred Anderson said KTTR, Rolla, kept all DX reports in an album in the 
studio & KLCN kept a map with pins detailing where they were heard! Cro- 
ton DX Club reported that WATN returned their stamp and said they consid- 
ered it a priviledge to have DXers write to them! Pennsylvanis's Herb 
Campbell complained that his 91.9% return rate was slightly down. Speak- 
ing of veries, Pennsy's Charley Conley got one from (honest) HOG, in Pan- 
ama! As to what was being heard those days: Len Kruse (Iowa) heard ALL 
FOUR DX TESTS 1/2/56: KGOS-1490, Wyo.; WHCO-1230 I11. & KRXK-1230 Idaho; 
& WCEM-1240 Md., graveyarders all. North Carolina's Relfe Luton listed 
A4BK & 2MW among his recent veries. Jamestown, NY's Pat Reilley heard suc-— 
cessively one February MM on his ‘cellar antenna’: On 1340, KAPA, Raymond, 
Wash., XEAA, Mexicali, Baja Cal., until KSPO, Spokane overrode them both! 
Omaha'a Don Kaskey reported WAIR N.C., & KSFE, Needles, Cal. "trying to 
outdo each other at 5:2lam on 1340! Ben Patch of Winnetka, Ill. got his 
49th state, WIKE-1490, vt. We used to chuckle at a Philadelphia Dxer's 
one-line reports that all read about the same: "Heard WOR-710, came in 
R-9!" Stations used to put on annual March of Dimes broadcasts and In- 
@iana's Don Roller noted KGKL, WANE & KYOS all running them one morning. 
New Zealand's Ken Mackey heard 14 CPC-arranged DX TESTs one year! Speak- 
ing of the CPC, KDLM-1360 got 70 reports per Sid Rosenbaum on their TEST! 
Among the top contestants in the '53 Domestic DX Contest & Consecutive 
Call Contests were: Bob Gorsuch, Gene Cameron, Bernie Duffy, Ev Johnson, & 
Frank Wheeler, Among the more frequent Musers of the day were Floridians 
John Pohl & C.C.Smith ; Oklahomans Bus Boatman & Hank Ward; Pennsylvanians 
Ted Weiser, Joe Brauner, & Warren Routzahn. Barry Foote occasionally re- 
ported but Roger Legge didn't! And demonstrative of the spirit of the 
NRC, Connecticut's Hal Williams asked for a Spanish report translation and 
got 23 replies from members! Vermont's Hank Tyndall, who had over 5,000 
veries (later on), complimented the CPC in reference to hearing the DX 
TEST from CB-73 in Chile that "4n the good old. days the stations were much 
easier induced to do DX TESTs!" 73 from the 50's!

20. KIKI-830 my first Hawaiian, 5:08am, 12/21, w/WCCO. WCBS-880 second 
NYC station, 4:27am, 12/25, WBZ-1030 farthese E @ 5:20am MM 12/27 (no 
KTWO). KTNQ-1020 IDed 12/28 @ 4:59am, ex-KGBS, ex-KFVD. WNBC-660 third 
NYC station, heard @ 3:30 12/31. ¥M 1/3 gave me nine new stations. KGAR- 
1550 Vancouver, Wash. was on from 3:11 at least, when I first tuned to 
1550, to 3:51. ERGO, of course was there, but was nulled mostly. <KOQT, 
Bellingham, WA came on at 3:30 for TEST & I stayed with them to Lio. I 
finally heard CFAX-1070 ID u/ENX at end of NX, 4:05. XEMO-860, seens to 
be leaving « TT on AN, so I was surprised to hear R. Clarin ID through 
them @ 4:32. KWHO, Sait Lake City, came on late at 4L45 for their TEST.

12/25, continued, umn CKEM-1490 was AN in FF, of course, and 
dominated the frequency, no other FFCs were audible this year on 1490.

12/26- FFCs were doing right smart, like CJVL-1360 @ 1:44, & CKRB-1460 @ 
1346, Back to 1490 & an C holding forth there w/much French-Canadian 
fiddle tunes & off @ 2:02%w/Oh Canada, anybody know which one 'twas? Then 
w/TA signala real good, I heard a band concert on 1546 w/British announc- 
er, but the voice modulation was way wey down & I dtdan't find out which 
English station it was, anybody else fare better than I? This, with WPTR 
on OC, 1540. They had a children's story seemingly at 2:52, one (only) 
time pip @ 3am, then NX, and then they died. From the NNRC bulletin I 
caught a one-liner you might be interested in - Sam Barto has 9,000 ver- 
4es - I believe he's the former NRCer, Bud Barto, of Connecticut.

Unn WHOO-990 TT/’0C & 
oceasional IDs much of the morning o/WNOX; no WNNO here either, WIBG was 
also testing. 12/28- Well, we finally did it - got enough on “urkey-1016 
for first report in 44 years of DXing to an Asian! 4:35-4:45pm they had 
an absolutely fantastic booming signal - armchair,as some of you call it.
